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Extracting Chemical Compounds 


From Coal More Valuable 
Than Heat From Combustion 


Scientists are predicting that with- 
in a generaltion a new coal age will re- 
place that prevailing for the last six 
centuries when men have known noth- 
{ng better than to burn coal as it 
came out of the mine. Experts of 
various countries who attended the re- 
cent international conference on bltu- 
minous coal held at Pittsburgh agreed 
on this, and their conclusions open 
another chapler in the thrilling ro- 
mance of achievement. Chemists, min- 
ing engineers and fuel experts all saw 
the world on the threshold of a new 
era in fuel realization when it will be 
deemed a criminal waste to burn raw 
coal as fuel instead of extracting the 
chemical compounds that are far more 
valuable than the heat produced by 
combustion. 

The conclusions of the world’s coal 
experts open a new wonderland of 
science which, from a commercial 
point of view, will surpass the marvels 
of radio communication. They prof- 
fer to man relief for centuries from 
the problem of motor fuel, with a pro- 
duct superior to gasoline and far 
cheaper. Their  scigntific dreams, 
which must be translated into com- 
mercial fact, will eliminate the tre- 
mendous waste in burning the raw 
coal, the huge cost of transportation, 
the evil of the incombustible by-pro- 
ducts and the mounting cost of coal 
delivered in the bin. ‘This modern 
wonder will be accomplished, it is 
predicted, by a process of pulverizing 
coal to the consistency of talcum pow- 
der so that it becomes a fluid when 
heated and runs like water. Then will 
come the use of the-new coal oil in- 
stead of gasoline in internal combus- 
tion engines. That this is not limited 
to a prophetic future is evident from 
he announcement that before long 
automobile engines will be testing the 
new fuel. France already has experi- 
mented extensively with alcohol de- 
rived from coal. 

With coal treated as a liquid in- 
stead of a solid, the coal industry and 
technic must undergo a complete 
change, according to the scientists, 
who declare that the mining of coal, 
transportation, burning, carbonization 
ana@ gasification will be affected. It 
should follow that the nation no long- 
er will be compelled to pay an excess 
tax cover the cost of production at the 
poorer mines under existing condi- 
tions. The rosy outlook was summed 
up in the following terms: 

“Because coal can be purified, be- 
cause it can be pulverized to minute 
sizes, because il can be distilled at 
high thermal efficiencies te produce 
cil, gas and carbonized powder,  be- 
cause it can be made to flow and to 
pump, because it represents the most 
eflicient methods for the creation ot 
mechanical energy, the world) may 
look forward with confidence to a new 
era of coal, greater and more perma- 
nent.” 

The iron age has been supplanted 
by that of oil, which will continue 
indefinitely. The source of that oil 
may later be a cause of world con- 
cern, however, as the liquid fuel fs 
Grained from the known fields. But 
the magicians of science are prepar- 
ing to wave their wands over the tre- 
mendous coal deposits and assure to 
man a fuel supply for the coming cen- 
turies. 


An Unusual Experiment 


Professor Is Testing Sleeping Brain 
For Learning Power 

A University of Minnesota psycholo- 
gist is seeking to determine whether 
learning can be acquired in sleep. 

Prof. W. T. Heron is conducting 
the experiment on himself. He has 
rigged up a telephone with an elec- 
trically driven phonograph so that 
sounds are conveyed to his ears by 
head-phones. The contrivance is so 
arranged that when he releases his 
grip on an automatic switch, as he 
falls sleep, the phonograph starts 
operating softly. 

“Whenever I awaken, the renewal of 
the grin on the switch will immedlate- 
ly stop the machine,” he said. “In 
this way I will be sure that I will not 
hear the material in the waking state. 

“It does not seem to be beyond the 
realm of possibility that the human 
being may learn, at least to some ex- 
tent, while asleep.”

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New Ferryboat Revolves 


Has Been Develop€d to Dodge London 
Water Traffic 

A ferryboat which does everything 
except toot its own whistle has ap- 
peared at the Royal Albert docks. It 
does more than any ferryboot has ever 
done before, and does it all without 
either rudders or propellers. 

It goes forward and backward with 
equal speed and ease. It spins on its 
own axis likea tcp. It sidesteps with 
the same facility. 

The power plant consists of a 
powerful pump. Under the hull are 
four large pipes, two lengthwise with 
the keel and two at right angles. 
The pilot can turn the stream of 
water from the pump out through any 
of the large pipes which he chooses, 
and the rush of water from the pipe 
drives the ferryboat forward or back, 
or sideways in any direction. By 
using two pipes, the boat can be made 
to revolve without moving ahead.

Gcod Wind Break Gives Better Chance 

: of Success * 

The latest report of the Experiment- 
al Station at Lethbridge, Alberta, 
States that the chances of success 
With a vegetable garden on dry land 
are greatly improved when the garden 
is protected with a good windbreak. 
Not only does this hold the snow dur- 
ing the winter, but it 1s a protection 
against wind and soil drifting.. Sum- 
mer mulching of the wind-break to 
control weeds with manure eight or 
nine inches deep and extending six to 
nine feet out on either side is a prac- 
tice that can be recommended on dry- 
land. This could be done when 
farming operations were slack, but be- 
fore the growth of much vegetation.

When the flag of France 
flew on the shores of the St. Lawrence, 
the financiers of the time were wrest- 
ling with problems that might well tax 
the brains and foresigh: of present-day 
statesmen. The bartcr-—-peas, moose, 
corn,, Wampum and so forths—-may be 
dismissed quickly because while cach 
of them, at one time or another, pass: | 
ed as authorized currency, they were, 
sooner or later replaced by a simpler) 
and cheaper medium, playing cards. 

Not only did card money, as it was} 
called, become the common form of 
currency, but two hundred and forty 
years ago, Canada, ‘according to the 
documents of the Canadian archives, | 
resorted to playing cards as a means | 
of indulgence in that familiar financial 
panacea—inflation. For sixty years 
(which can be divided into two dis-| 
tinct periods of issue) the monetary | 
needs of Canada were bolstered up by 
the printing and issuing of packs of 
playing cards. Thesé cards were cut 
into various sizes and shapes and each | 
one was signed by one or other of the 
two governing. officials of the country; 
a happy expedient, condemned and! 
prohibited ‘at first by the French! 
crown, and then condoned in larger 
and larger amounts, up until the Bri- 
lish occupancy in 1768. |

money was a‘iypical example of spec-

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British Market 


Live cattle from Canada that have 
come to the British markets during 
the past few years have creat- 
ed more than average interest among 
buyers. “It is chiefly because, in 
addition to the fairly good type, 
conformation, and condition of flesh, 
they possess a remarkably good rec- 
ord of health,” states W. A. Wilsen, 
agricultural products representa- 
tive for Canada. “Post-mortems scl- 
dom reveal even a trace of disease, 
and in this respect our cattle are 
practically in a class by themselves. 
It means that no offal is condémned 
by local health authorities, and the 
butchers’ profit is not, herefore, inter- 
fered with. ‘The trade in these by- 
products is important, and when 
butchers can figure on getting cattle 
that have sound livers, ete. that can 
be sold at a profit, naturally they want 
to buy them, ond the Canadian sale 
rings offer the opportunity.” 

The farmers who buy feeders have 
also heard of the advantage of 
vigor and health in Canadian cattle, 
says Mr. Wilson. A healthy and 
good foundation for immediate 
gains in weight, appeals to them, be- 
cause it means rapid turnover and 
profit on their investments. It also 
reduces the risks of having one or 


{more animals that do pot show gains 


in welght. If the percentage of this 
class of bullock is high, heavy losses 
ray follow, consequently the buyer 
tries to select as carefully as possible 
in order to escape this risk, and not a 
few learned how well the Canadian 
cattle meet the situation.

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Wheat Prices And 
Their Lesson 


Wheat has appropriately been called 
i tho “Staff of Life.” It is the great 
commodity upon which the world has 
mainly depended for sustenance since 
the days of ancient Egypt, and as cen- 
turies roll by and the population of 
the world increases, and with it the 
pressure upon food resources, «nd 
economies in consumption become 
more urgent, the reltance upon this 
cereal will become greater and great- 
er. No substitute for wheat has ever 
been discovered or developed. On the 
contrary, the great rice-eating nations, 
with their teeming millions of human- 
ity, are beginning to turn to wheat 
consumplion at an_ ever-increasing 
rate. The future for wheat is assured. 
No other crop can, without a compar- 
atively enormous labor cost, produce 
as much food value per acre as wheat. 
And food value is what the population 
of the world will pay for in the fu- 
ture. 

There {s no subject which interests 
the Canadian farmer more than the 
| price of wheat, and there is no com- 
modity product in the world that has 
Q& more ancient and more bewildering 
historical record. From the begin- 
ning of the thirteenth century up to 
about 1575, wheat sold in the British 
market all the way from seven cents 
up to forty-five cents per bushel, the 
average being about twenty cents.. 
Prices then rose rapidly, and, in 1595, 
we apparently enter a2 new era as we 
encounter, for the first time in human 
history, “dollar wheat.” During the 
seventeenth century the average price 
of wheat was $1.17 per bushel. During 
the cighteenth century, $1.20, and dur- 
ing the nineteenth century, $1.73. As 
we enter the twentieth century, be- 
iween the years 1900 to 1922, the aver- 
age was $1.28 per bushel. In the per- 
liod 1752 to 1799, wheat only fell below 
the dollar mark during four years. Be- 
| tween 1799 and 1886, average wheat 
| prices did not go below the dollar for 
‘any single year. 

Then came the great agricultural 
tragedy of the centuries. With cheap 
i transportation ov land and sea, Cun- 
ada, the western United States, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the Argen- 
tine were opened up for settlement 
and a human flood reached the shores 
of these countries, resulting In the 
easy exploitation of virgin lands, and 
an enormous volume of wheat was 
{poured on the world’s markets with 
ithe inevilable result that between 
1886 and. 1913, wheat touched a dollar 
‘average only three times. In other 
words, world agriculture was, by the 
law of supply and demand, forcibly 
!placed in the economic position of the 


' 


the barometer of the general agricul- 
tural price level. Owing to an over- 
supply, foodstuffs went on tha bargain 
counter. 

Since that, disastrous period, and ijn 
sympathy with the rapid Increase of 
world population, due to cheap food, 
there has been a steady upward swing 
ltowarsd normal. From 1914, wheat 
| prices in Liverpool ranged as follows, 
by years: 

$1.06, $1.61, $1.17, $1.28, $2.19, 32.48, 
$1.73, $1.81, $1.47, and $1.24 in 1923.) 
[In 1924, the price of December wheat 
| was $1.88, and since that time the 
price has steadily increased as popula- 
tion has overtiken food supply.

minimum prices will not remain per- 
manently on the fairly satisfactory | 
basis of tha last two years, which will | 
ensure reasonable agricultural pros- 
perity to all wheat producing cou® 
tries.

“The Greek word for Jove in our text 
fg carefully chosen. Jt fs not demand- 
ed that we should love our enemies 
with a natural and spontaneous 
affection (philien), but with a super- 
natural Christian love that comes by 
grace (agapan)”, Expositor’s Greek 
Testament). 

We all agree wilh Francis de Sales 
Who fays: ‘It is easy enough to love 
those who are agreeable and obliging 
—what fly is not attracted by sugar 
and honey? Lut to love one who is 
cross, perverse, tiresome, ig as un- 
pleasant a process as chewing pills.” 
Nevertheless, this {s the real touch

Muskrats a Nuisance 
In Czecho-Slovakia 


Imported by Naturalists Are Destroy- 
Ing Property and lavading 
Houses 

How dangerous {s the process of in- 
troducing forejgn varieties of birds 
and animals among the indigenous 
fauna of new countries has received 
striking {lustration in the expcrience 
of Australia and the United States. 
Concelvyably the idea behind the lbera- 
tion of rabbits In Australia and of 
Innglish sparrows south of the border 
was kindly intentioned, but the result 
in both cases has not been welcomed 
in either country. A similar experi- 
ence has been undergone in Bohemla, 
where twenty-two years ago a batch 
of American muskrats were permittcd 
to take up their residence. That, of 
course, came at a time when Bohemia 
formed part of the Dual monarchy of 
Austria-Hungary, now it survives in 
Czecho-Slovakia. One of the great 
estates of the district was owned by 
Prince  Colloredo-Mannsfeld. The 
Prince was a naturalist with a great 
idea of increasing and varying the 
fauna of his couniry by introduction 
of wealth-producing animals. After 
studying the creature in the United 
States, he decided that what Bohemia 
needed was muskrals. A collection 
of them was made for him, and with 
considerable pride he turned them 
loose along his streams, ordering 
strict protection for them in the hope 
that they would breed and thrive. 

They did both and took kindly to 
their adopted land. The next report 
of their progress came in 1914 from 
the American Consul at Prague. Their 
number had then increased to more 
than 200,000; they were spreading 
over the most fruitful sections of Bo- 
hemia and entering houses tu Prague; 
they were undermining dams and 
dykes of fish ponds, working havoc 
with river crabs and mussels, catching 
carp, disturbing fish {n their feeding 
and spawning, destroying grain and 
yegctables and steallng eggs. Appeals 
were pouring in to the Minister of 
Agriculiure for assistance in exter- 
minating the foreign creatures. The 
next report came in a dispatch from 
Berlin the other day, and recorded 
that the muskrats, having crossed the 
border of Czecho-Slovakia, had fnvad- 
ed Bavaria and Saxony and were 
marching on to Berlin. If they were 
really bound for Berlin, the chances 
are that they will reach there.

MILITARY SPIRIT

Trenton, N.J.—President Coolidge 
has again affirmed hfs faith in the; 
United States as being “strong enough | 
and brave enough” to take “indepen- 
dent action” to resist “another domin- | 
alion of the world by the military 
spirit.” 

Speaking at the Sesqui-Centennial | 
celebration of Washington’s: crossing 
of the Delaware, the president sald 
the world has been striving to ad- 
vahce in the direction of peace, to 
“discard the old theory of relying en- 
lirely on force and to adopt the | 
method of relying more on reason. 
We are in danger of slipping back | 
into the old formula. The habit and 
tradition of ages call us in that di- 
rection.” 

While “moral disarmament” = is} 
necessary to obtain definite and per- 
manent peace in the world, the presi-! 
dent asserted that the attainment ot 
such an object, in yiew of the pres-| 
ent mentality of mankind, would 
preatly and necessarily be aided by 
international treaties Mmiiing the 
“use and size” of armaments. 

“I do not believe we can advance 
the policy of peace by a return to 
the policy of competitive armaments,” 
he asserted. “While I favor an ade- 
quate army and navy, I km opposed 
to any effort to milltarize this nailon. 
When that method has been worked 
out to its logical consequences the re- 
sult has always been a complete fail- 
ure.

A new invention, which is 
being guarded with the greatest se- 
crecy is said to guarantee the greatest 
Special attention is being giv- 
en, to the radio equipment, with which 
il is hoped to keep in constant touch 
with the earth and from which steer- 
ing directions will be given. 

Though the ship will follow the pro-| 
posed Seville-Buenos Aires line and} 
fo thence over the Pacific Ocean, 
there is a possibility that no landings 
will be made, since a new light fuel gas 
instead of heavy gasoline will give 
the Zeppelin a cruising radius of 60, 
000 miles.

Specialist Dies At Sea 
Dr. Ross Had Done Valuable Work in 
Cancer Research 

London.—Dr. Hugh Campbell Ross 
of London, director of the McFadden 
Research Foundation, who had done 
valuable work in the investigation of 
cancer, died at sea on his way to Ing: 
land, aboard the liner Narkunda, Je 
was buried at sea. 

Dr. Ross, besides being at the head 
of the McFadden organization, was 
Director of the Lister Institute of Pre- 
ventative Medicine. He was 51 years 
old, a son of Sir Campbell C. G. Ross, 
K.C.B. We served in the South African 
War as a surgeon. While medical 
health oficer at Cairo, under Lord 
Cromer's Administration in Egypt, he 
started mosquito extermination there. 
Since 1910 he had been occupied 
chiefly with cancer researches at the 
two institutes of which he’ was direc- 
or. Several new methods of research 
were developed under his leadership. 
He devised several processes for the 
prevention of industrial cancer.

My. Palmer, as consulting engineer 
for the Government of India, has been 
associated during recent years in har- 
bor, irrigation and railroad projects 
in that country.

Granting of Retroactive Awards Cost 
Canada $1,500,000 More 

The total Habillty of the Dominton 
Government under the Pensions Act 
(Great War) for the year ending 
March, 1926, was $33,065,471, the re- 
port of the board of pensions com- 
missioners, tabled in the House of 
Commons, shows.

Easily Accessible Supply Should Be 
Available At All Times During 
the Winter 
Tor the first few years that winter- 
feeding of cattle was carried on at 
tho experimental station at Ros- 
thern, there was an inadequate water 
supply and that at some distance 
from the feeding corrals.

Thousands Of Reindeer 
' Starving In Lapland 


Are Facing Extinction Owing to Hard 
and Early Winter ‘ 

While children all over the Chris- 
tian world were dreaming every night 
of the advent of Santa Claus in his 
sleigh drawn by a team of reindeer, 
it is reported from Lapland, in the 
north of Scandinavia, that 30,000 of 
these animals are starving and the 
breed there is threatened with ex- 
tinction. : 

The same early winter that has 
driven’ scores of white Arctic owls 
from Greenland and Iceland to the 
Atlantic shipping lanes, and even as 
far south as New York, has buried 
Northern Europe In snow several feet 
deep, making it impossible for the 
reindeer to find food in their native 
haunts. 

A cable despatch from Stockholm 
tells of a herd of 6,000 starving rein- 
deer which invaded a Lapp village 
with savage ferocity, driving out the 
inhabitants and wrecking everything 
in their path. When the animals had 
Withdrawn the village was in ruins 
and every bit of grain, flour, bread 
and: vegetables had been devoured by 
the reindeer, which usually are ex: 
tremely tame, even shy. 

A German expedition recently sent 
to Lapland to study the question of 
whether there was any real danger 


;of the reindeer becoming extinct, just 


as the Lapps are slowly but surely dy- 
ing out, found about 170,000 reindeer 
in those parts of Scandinavia. Thou- 
sands of others, of caurse, may be 
found in Alaska and the countries 
north of the Arctic Circle. 

Although in Lapland the natives 
claim all the reindeer as their pro- 
perty, there are many herds of these 
animals that roam the mountain fast- 
nesses without restraint and keep 
away from the Lapp settlements for 
yoars, oe 43 

These reindeer, the so-called “‘for- 
est reindeer,” are are beasts that have 
been driven south by hunger, even 
so far south as the Swedish province 
of Norrland, despite such natural ob- 
stacles as steep, rocky mountain rang- 
es and broad rivers. 

The present winter season started 
many weeks ahead of time after a 
cold summer ‘luring which the vege- 
tallon was sparse. The first snow 
fell late in August, and early in Sep- 
tember the lowlands as well as the 
mountainous regions were covered 
with deep snow, on which a_ hard 
crust of several inches formed after 
days of severe cold weather. 

The result was that the reindeer 
were unable to penetrate the hard 
layer of ice that covered up all their 
food, and their migration south start- 
ed. 


Canada’s Climate Defamed 


No Other Country Has One That is 
Superior 

There are days of ext#eme heat and 
days of extreme cold in Canada. Tut 
in an average twelve montis the Can- 
adian climate compares favorably with 
that of any other country. There is as 
much certainty of falr weather and 
continuous confort. We seem to have 
accepted an adverse judgment upon 
the Canadian climate without thought 
or protest. We have not stopped to 
think that few countries have such 
long seasons for moderate tempera- 
turo in which It is a joy to be out of 
doors under clear skies and in kindly 
sunshine. It Is better to have tho cold- 
er days of Canada than the climate of 
Queensland and the long periods of 
distressing heat in other parts of Aus- 
tralia. There is, however, a common 
nolion that the climate of Australla 
in Infinitely superior to that of the 
Dominion. The truth Is that the Can- 
adian climate fs condemned chiefly by 
Canadians who have not lived in oth- 
er countries and by the people of other 
countrics who know nothing about 
Canada.—Willisons Monthly

New Use Of 
Air Power 


Plays Important Part in Operation of 
Oil-Electric Locamotive 

Air power, employed in many and 
increasing ways in modern industry, 
has become a new energizing force 
in rail transportation. It now plays 
an important role in the operation of 
the oll-electric locomotive, the -latest 
hauling power on the track. For a 
quarter of a century railroads havo 
used compressed air as a versatile ally 
of steam and electricity. It controls 
the brakes that bring speedy trains to 
a halt within,far less distance than 
would otherwise be possible. It oper- 
ates hoists of all kinds and has driv- 
en shop machinery. Mechanical car- 
riers, propelled through pneumatic 
tubes, form a link with railway mail 
service. Not until the appearance or 
the oll-electric locomotive, however, 
has the pent-up force of the air wé 
breathe been devoted to the running 
of a railway engine. 

Compressed air, in the oil-electric 
locomotive, performs two distinct pur- 
poses: It starts the oil engine; it 
maintains an even pressure in the 
starling reservoir while the locomo- 
tive is under way. The engine of the 
oil-electric locomotive, of the internal 
combustion type, using heavy grade 
oil as its fuel, is started by the turn 
of a lever in the locomotive cab. ‘This 
simple process releases air compress: 
ed at about 20 pounds pressure from 
the starting reservoirs. The onrushing 
air sprays fuel gases into the combus:- 
tion chambers of the engine’s six cy- 
linders. Instant combustion occurs and 
the engine starts running. 

Through the operation of the com- 
pressed air system the exact pressure 
needed at the starting reservoirs is 
kept up until the engine is turned off. 
In this service compressed air contri- 
butes one essential element in the 
economical operation of the oil-elec- 
tric locomotive. While with the auto- 
mobile, using the gasoline-driven in- 
ternal combustion engine, ignition is 
effected by means of an electric spark 
fired In the combustion chamber, the 
oil-electric requires no spark nor elec- 
trical flash, 


An Aid To Memory 


Fear and Excitement Tend to Confuse 
One’s Thoughts 

If you want to have a good memory, 
keep cool, is the advice given students 
by Dr, Edgar Fahs Smith, former pro- 
vost of the University of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

The formula, according to Dr. Smith, 
who is one of the world’s best known 
chemists, has been responsible for his 
own ability to retain names. 

“The trouble with most forgetful 
people is that they become excited 
when they attempt to recall incidents 
out of the hazy past,” said Dr, Smith. 

“We have no better example than 
the college student. If he could look 
upon an examination paper as calmly 
as he regards matters of life, he pro- 
bably would have very little trouble. 
Fear and excitement get him mud- 
dlcd—all because he doesn’t keep 
cool.”
